6.44 bushe 
acre; Alberta 20.19 bushels per acre. 
The average for the three provinces 
is therefore practically .19 bushels 
per acre. lf you multiply the avail- 
able acreage as given above by 
you will find that these provinces, if 
entirely cultivated, are capable of 

roducing in an average year, 5,184,- 

000 bushela of wheat—consider- 
able more thanfthree times the total 
which is being ‘produced this year, 
1917, by ba pasa France, Scotland, 
Ireland, Switzerland, Canada, United 
States, India, Japan and Algeria 
combined. The single province. of 
Alberta can produce .as_ much, wheat 
as all of these countries and have 
more left over than was grown in 
1917 in all Canada. 

Of course, it is impossible, as a 
practicable matter, to put every ar 
able acre of land In any country in 
wheat, but if we say for the sake of 
illustration that one third of the ar- 
able land in these provinces is sum- 
mer-fallowed, one third sown to 
Coarse grains or pasture, and’ one 
third to wheat, the_proportion that 
ls sown to wheat will produce a 
greater crop than that already men- 
tloned as being grown by all the 
countries before referred to. + 

These figures may be intéresting 
generally. for the great comparison 
which thdy afford, but they must also 
carry thekéonclusion that the warld 
is a very tong way from having. ex- 
hausted its food producing possibili- 
ties, Any scarcity.of food produc- 
tion which may at present exist is 
traceable almost giirely to an. Im- 
proper. distributi@™. of population, In 
the older countries-the population {s 
compelled to’exist on, stich limite 
areas that production a. relatively; 
large scale is impossible, whereas in 
the newer countries such as Western 
Canada aie population is at yet tot- 
ally tnsufficient to bring the country 
under. cultivation. Tliese are ‘eondi- 
tlons which’ will doubtless right 
themselves; In fact the process of 
correction is going on very rapidly, 
and, whatever difficulties may be ex- 

erienced in. feeding the world dur- 
Ie the next few years, there can be 
no question that they will be solved
